White House 
criticizes Thomas 
for Israel remarks 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Longtime Washington journalist 
Helen Thomas abruptly retired Monday as a columnist for 
Hearst News Service following remarks she made about Israel 
that were denounced by the White House and her press corps 
colleagues. 

The 89-year-old Thomas, dean of the White House press corps, 
has been a long-time fixture in Washington and has been lauded 
as a pioneering journalist who has covered presidents since 
1960. 

Known for her confrontational questioning, Thomas apologized 
for comments that were captured on video and have spread 
widely on the Internet. On the May 27 video, Thomas says 
Israelis should “get the hell out of Palestine,” suggesting they 
go to Germany, Poland or the United States.

Principal Alan Goodwin wrote 
in a Sunday e-mail to students 
and parents that she was being 
replaced. 

“Graduation celebrations are 
not the venue for divisiveness,” 
Goodwin wrote. 

Thomas wrote on her website 
that “I deeply regret my 
comments I made last week 


regarding the Israelis and the 
Palestinians.” 

She added: “They do not 
reflect my heart-felt belief that 
peace will come to the Middle 
East only when all parties 
recognize the need for mutual 
respect and tolerance. May 
that day come soon.” 

The national director of the 
Anti-Defamation League, 
Abraham H. Foxman, said 
Sunday that Thomas’ apology 
did not go far enough. 

“Her suggestion that Israelis 
should go back to Poland 
and Germany is bigoted and 
shows a profound ignorance 
of history,” Foxman said in 
a statement. “We believe 
Thomas needs to make a more 
forceful and sincere apology 
for the pain her remarks have 
caused.”

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Well cap captures uiore oil, but outlook’s gloomy

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The cap on the 
blown-out well in the Gulf is capturing a 
half-million gallons a day, or anywhere from 
one-third to three-quarters of the oil spewing 
from the bottom of the sea, officials said 
Monday. But the hopeful report was offset by 
a warning that the farflung slick has broken up 
into hundreds or even thousands of patches of 
oil that may inflict damage that could persist 
for years. Coast Guard Adm. Thad Allen, the 
government’s point man for the crisis, said 
the breakup has complicated the cleanup. 
“Dealing with the oil spill on the surface is 
going to go on for a couple of months,” he 
said at a briefing in Washington. But “long¬ 
term issues of restoring the environment and 
the habitats and stuff will be years.” 

Allen said the containment cap that was 
installed late last week is now collecting 
about 460,000 gallons of oil a day out of the 
approximately 600,000 gallons to 1.2 million 
gallons believed to be spewing from the well 
a mile underwater. 

The amount of oil captured is being slowly 
ramped up as more vents on the cap are 
closed. Crews are moving carefully to avoid 
a dangerous pressure buildup and to prevent 
the formation of the icy crystals that thwarted 
a previous effort to contain the leak. The 
captured oil is being pumped to a ship on the 
surface. 

“I think it’s going fairly well,” Allen said. 

BP said it plans to replace the cap — perhaps 
later this month or early next month — with a 
slightly bigger one that will provide a tighter 
fit and thus collect more oil. It will also be 
designed to allow the company to suspend 
the cleanup and then resume it quickly if a 
hurricane threatens the Gulf later this season. 
The new cap is still being designed. 

“It gives us much better containment than 
we’ve got” with the existing cap, said BP 
senior vice president Kent Wells. 

BP and government officials acknowledged 
it is difficult to say exactly how much oil is 
spewing from the well, and thus how much 
is still flowing into the water. BP spokesman 
Robert Wine said the figures being discussed 
are estimates, some of which have been 
provided by the government. 

Ed Overton, a Louisiana State University 
professor of environmental sciences, 
suggested it is too early for anyone to claim 


victory. The spill, estimated at anywhere from 
23 million gallons to 50 million gallons, is 
already the biggest in U.S. history, dwarfing 
the 1989 Exxon Valdez disaster in Alaska. 
“We’re hopeful the thing is going to work, but 
hoping and actually working are two different 
things,” Overton said. “They may have turned 
the corner, they may not have. We just don’t 
know right now.” 

He said he doesn’t believe BP will have 
turned the corner until it sees a significant 
flow from the well stopped. “And it is not 
entirely obvious to me that that is happening,” 
Overton said. 

“I do worry we are not removing as much oil 
as we ought to be getting,” he added. 

The “spillcam” video of the leak continued to 
show a big brown billowing cloud of oil and 
gas 5,000 feet below the surface. 

In Washington, President Barack Obama 
sought to reassure Americans that “we will 
get through this crisis.” 

“This will be contained,” he said. “It may 
take some time, and it’s going to take a whole 
lot of effort. There is going to be damage 
done to the Gulf Coast, and there is going to 
be economic damages that we’ve got to make 
sure BP is responsible for and compensates 
people for.” 

But in a forecast that was by turns hopeful 
and gloomy, Allen indicated that cleaning up 
the mess could prove to be more complex 
than previously thought. 

“Because what’s happened over the last 
several weeks, this spill has disaggregated 
itself,” Allen said. “We’re no longer dealing 
with a large, monolithic spill. We’re dealing 
with an aggregation of hundreds or thousands 
of patches of oil that are going a lot of 
different directions.” When finished, the new 
cap would be connected a riser pipe floating 
about 300 feet (91 meters) below the surface. 
Engineers say the riser would be deep enough 
to avoid damage from hurricanes that can 
roar over the Gulf of the Mexico, but shallow 
enough to allow returning drill ships to 
quickly reconnect to the flow. 

Meanwhile, crews worked furiously to skim, 
scour and chemically disperse the substance 
from the water. 

Tony Wood, the director of the National Spill 
Control School at Texas A&M University 
in Corpus Christi, said BP’s success at 
containing some of the leaking oil would not 
dramatically reduce the amount of time it 
would take to clean up the Gulf.Q

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Obama to high school grads: 
‘Don’t mako excuses’

KALAMAZOO, Michigan (AP) — Don’t 
mimic Washington by making excuses, 
President Barack Obama advised graduating 
high school students on Monday night as he 
urged them to take responsibility for failure as 
well as success. 

In remarks to the senior class of Kalamazoo 
Central High School, Obama said it’s easy to 
blame others when problems arise. 

“We see it every day out in Washington, with 
folks calling each other names and making all 
sorts of accusations on TV,” the president said. 
He said the high school students can and have 
done better than that. 

The 1,700-student school in southwest 
Michigan bested more than 1,000 schools to 
win a national education competition in which 
the prize was Obama as graduation speaker — 
a feat that is not unheard of but is still unusual 
for a president. The school was among three 
finalists picked after the public voted on videos 
and essays submitted by the schools. The White 
House made the final selection. 

The administration cited Kalamazoo Central’s 
80 percent-plus graduation rate, improvements 
in academic performance and a culturally rich 
curriculum. 

Obama, who says a better-educated work force 
will help the U.S. stay competitive globally, 
said the school had set an example with its 
level of community and parental involvement 
and the high standards of its teachers. 

“I think that America has a lot to learn from 
Kalamazoo Central about what makes for a 
successful school in this new century,” he 
said as some 5,000 people, including the 280 
graduates in maroon or white gowns, packed 
into the basketball arena at Western Michigan 
University. “It’s the key to our future.” 

“But the most important ingredient is you,” 
Obama said. 

He advised the graduates to work hard. 

“You could have made excuses — our kids 
have fewer advantages, our schools have fewer 
resources, so how can we compete? You could 
have spent years pointing fingers — blaming 
parents, blaming teachers, blaming the principal 
or the superintendent or the government,” the 
president said. “But instead, you came together. 
You were honest with yourselves about where 
you were falling short. And you resolved to do 
better.” Obama said he didn’t always understand 


that excellence comes through perseverance. 
He talked about his father leaving the family 
when he was 2, being raised by a single mother, 
acting too casual about his future and thinking 
that hard work and responsibility were old- 
fashioned ideas that didn’t pertain to him. 

“But after a few years, living solely for my own 
entertainment wasn’t so entertaining anymore 
and it wasn’t particularly satisfying either,” he 
said. “In refusing to apply myself, I didn’t have 
much to show for myself, nothing I could point 
to that I was proud of.” 

Obama shook hands and even hugged some of 
the graduating seniors as they filed across the 
stage to collect their diplomas. 

Education is widely seen as one hope for 
Michigan’s long-struggling economy. The state 
has had the nation’s highest unemployment 
rate for four consecutive years, including a 
14 percent jobless rate in April. Thousands 
of manufacturing jobs have been lost, many 
connected to the auto industry, and the state is 
trying to diversify its economy with alternative 
energy, biomedical and other jobs — most of 
which require education beyond high school. 
The White House said more than 170,000 people 
voted in the Race to the Top Commencement 
Challenge competition. Cincinnati’s Clark 
Montessori Junior High and High School and 
the Denver School of Science and Technology 
were the other finalists. 

Kalamazoo Central’s valedictorian, Cindy Lee, 
said she was excited but jittery about sharing 
the stage with Obama. 

“The whole school is excited about it. The 
whole community is excited. It’s on the news 
every single day,” Lee, 18, said last week. 
Tevyn Grayson, who is finishing up his junior 
year at Kalamazoo Central and came to watch 
friends and cousins graduate, said Obama’s 
appearance sends a powerful message to 
younger students about the importance of 
education. “I know it must be important for 
the president to come to our city to give a 
commencement speech,” said Grayson, 17. 
“There’s a lot of pressure to succeed now. Can’t 
be the one to mess it up.” 

About an hour before the graduates filed into 
the arena, Obama surprised them by dropping 
into the recreation center as they got ready for 
the biggest day of their lives to date. 

Walking around with a hand-held microphone, 
Obama told the students to work hard, keep 
their eyes on the prize and continue to carry 
with them a sense of excellence. □ 
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LA. haze begins to clear as pot dispensaries close

LOS ANGELES (AP)—Some 
of the hundreds of medical 
marijuana dispensaries that 
proliferated in Los Angeles 
in recent years began closing 
Monday, as a new ordinance 
took effect to help the city 
keep track of the businesses 
while pushing them toward 
industrial areas and away 
from schools and other public 
gathering places. 

The pot shops flooded the 
fledgling industry with 
cash and high-grade pot 
known as “kush.” Across 
the city Monday, disgruntled 
dispensary owners were 
shutting their doors in fear 
that they could face civil fines 
or criminal charges. 

City officials believe the new 
law will slash the number of 
collectives to somewhere 
between 70 and 130 while 
providing stricter guidelines 
for the ones that remain. 

Dan Halbert, who runs 
Rainforest Collective west of 
downtown, put a large sign 
outside his storefront that 
read, “Hundreds of jobs lost, 
millions of tax revenues lost, 
another vacant building in Los 
Angeles. Drugs back on the 
street.” 

Halbert is part of an ongoing 
lawsuit to overturn the 
ordinance. Still, he thought it 
would be best to shut down 
until the case gets resolved. 

“I didn’t come here to break 
any laws,” Halbert, 45, said. 
“We have several thousand 
patients, who are all very 
distraught. They don’t know 
where they are going to go.” 

It wasn’t immediately known 
how many pot shops had 
closed. Authorities intended 
to take a tally then regroup to 
determine what enforcement 
action should be taken. The 
count could take several 
weeks. 

“We continue to work with 
the city attorney’s office on 
establishing an enforcement 
strategy,” police Capt. Kevin 
McCarthy said. “The issue at 
hand is whether to proceed 
using a criminal, civil or a 
combined process on the 
dispensaries that violate the 
ordinance.” 

The doors were locked at 
American Eagle Collective in 


the Eagle Rock area. During a 
15 minute span, 10 cars pulled 
into the mini-mall where it’s 
located. Several people tried 
to enter the dispensary, with 
one throwing up his arms in 
disgust. They all declined 
comment. 

At the House of Kush, a sign 
informed clients the business 
was no longer open. A man 
wearing a black security shirt 
said the collective was closed. 
A number of shops that 
registered before a 2007 
moratorium have six months 
to prove they meet the new 
guidelines, which include 
staying more than 1,000 feet 
(300 meters) from schools, 
parks and other public sites 
and paying an administrative 
fee of more than $1,000. 

“All of us who chose to play 
by the rules as laid down by 
the city have been waiting 
years for this day,” marijuana 
collective owner Joao 
Silverstein said. 

Pot shop owner Frank Sheftel 
walked out of the city clerk’s 
office, grinning and waving 
his paperwork in victory as 
he shook hands with another 
collective operator. 

“There’s a lot of excitement,” 
he said. “The city is finally 
putting us in the position that 
we don’t have to look over 
our shoulder in fear that the 
city is going to come close us 
down.” 

There was little disagreement 
that local government was 
to blame for the explosion 
of pot clinics. The City 
Council struggled for years 
to devise a law that would 
provide accessible, affordable 
medicine for patients while 
addressing concerns from 
residents that the clinics were 
a blight on neighborhoods. 
Without a law in place, the 
number of dispensaries grew 
from a mere four in 2005 to 
several hundreds last year. 
A hardship exemption in the 
moratorium allowed many of 
those shops to open. 

“It was maddeningly 
frustrating,” said Michael 
Larsen, president of the 
Eagle Rock Neighborhood 
Council, who said there were 
21 dispensaries within a 2.5- 
mile radius. “We would see 
these pot shops open up left 
and right with absolutely no 


regulations. The frustration 
was with the council. They 
had failed in this situation.” 
After much debate, which 
even included the suggestion 
that the city open its own 
dispensary, the council 
approved the ordinance in 
January. 

Halbert said the city hasn’t 
equally evaluated the 
dispensaries. He argued that 
it was unfair to allow some 
to stay open based simply 
on a date rather than an 
examination of whether they 
were abiding by the law. 
“They are drawing an arbitrary 
line in the sand,” he said. 
“They are throwing out the 
good with the bad.’Q

1 missing after natural 
gas line blast in Texas

CLEBURNE, Texas - A large 
natural gas line in north Texas 
erupted Monday after utility 
workers accidentally hit the 
line, sending a massive fireball 
into the air and leaving one 
worker missing hours after the 
blast, officials said. 

Johnson County Emergency 
Coordinator Jack Snow said 
searchers were scouring 
the charred area around the 
damaged line looking for the 
missing person. Thirteen other 
workers who were also at the 
site were accounted for, and 
there were no known fatalities, 
he said. The missing worker 
had just gotten down from a 
machine drilling utility pole 
holes when the line suddenly

exploded. Other workers lost 
sight of him in the intense 
smoke, said Roger Harmon, 
Johnson County’s top elected 
official. Several workers drove 
themselves to the hospital 
before emergency crews 
arrived, so it’s possible that 
the missing man left the scene 
on his own, Harmon said. “I 
really hope he is at home safe, 
but we’re still searching,” he 
said. Laura Harlin, a resident 
of nearby Granbury, said 
around the time of the blast 
she heard a “huge rumbling” 
that initially sounded like 
thunder and then like a tornado 
because it lasted so long. “For 
about 10 minutes, it was so 
loud that it was like there was 
an 18-wheeler rumbling in 
your driveway,” she said. 


The explosion caused 
confusion among officials 
in its immediate aftermath, 
with one city official saying 
three people had been killed. 
The official, Cleburne City 
Manager Chester Nolen, later 
said that after fire officials 
and the gas line operator 
extinguished the fire, he was 
unsure if anyone was killed. 
Heat from the blast forced 
firefighters to stay about a 
half-mile away until the gas 
flow was shut off. 

“This could have been way 
worse,” said Brian Fine, the 
Hood County emergency 
management coordinator 
who was assisting with the 
explosion. At least seven of the 
workers went to the hospital 
following the explosion. 
Gary Marks, CEO of Glen 
Rose Medical Center, said 
two people were treated and 
released, and four others were 
in stable condition. One patient 
was taken to Texas Health 
Harris Methodist Hospital 
Fort Worth. Spokeswoman 
Whitney Jodry did not have 
person’s condition. The gas 
line is owned by Houston- 
based Enterprise Products 
Partners LP. Spokesman 
Rick Rainey said Enterprise’s 
control room immediately 
identified a break in the line 
near Cleburne, about 50 miles 
southwest of Dallas. □

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — 
Ten NATO service members, 
seven of them American, 
were killed in separate attacks 
Monday on the deadliest day 
of the year for foreign forces 
in Afghanistan. A U.S. civilian 
contractor who trains Afghan 
police also died in a suicide 
attack. 

The bloodshed comes as 
insurgents step up bombings 
and other attacks ahead of 
a major NATO operation in 
the Taliban stronghold of 
Kandahar that Washington 
hopes will turn the tide of the 
war. 

Half the NATO deaths — 
five Americans — occurred 
in a single blast in eastern 
Afghanistan, U.S. spokesman 
Col. Wayne Shanks said 
without giving further details. 
It was a grim reminder that 
the insurgents can strike 
throughout the country — not 
simply in the south, which has 
become the main focus of the 
U.S. campaign. 

Two other U.S. service 
members were killed in 
separate attacks in the south 
— one in a bombing and the 
other by small arms fire. 
NATO said three other service 
members were killed in attacks 
in the east and south but gave 
no further details. The French 
government announced that 
one of the victims was a 
sergeant in the French Foreign 
Legion who was killed by 
a rocket in Kapisa province 
northeast of Kabul. Three 
other Legionnaires were 
wounded. 

The American police trainer 
and a Nepalese security guard 
were killed when a team 
of three suicide bombers 
attacked the main gates of the 
police training center in the 
southern city of Kandahar, 
U.S. officials said. 

Afghan officials said one 
bomber blew a hole in the 
outer wall, enabling the two 
others to rush inside, where 
they were killed in a gunbattle. 
Afghan officials said three 
police were wounded. 

It was the deadliest day for 
NATO since Oct. 26, when 11 
American troops were killed, 
including seven who died in 
a helicopter crash in eastern 


Afghanistan. The crash was 
not believed a result of hostile 
fire. U.S. commanders have 
warned of more casualties as 
the alliance gears up for a maj or 
operation to secure Kandahar, 
the former headquarters of the 
Taliban and the biggest city in 
the south with a half million 
people. 

Last December, President 
Barack Obama ordered 30,000 
U.S. troops to Afghanistan to try 
to stem the rise of the Taliban, 
who have bounced back since 
they were ousted from power 
in the 2001 U.S.-led invasion. 
Obama has shifted the focus 
of the U.S. campaign against 
Islamist terror to Afghanistan 
from Iraq, where the U.S. is 
expected to draw down to 
50,000 troops by the fall. 

As fighting escalates, the 
Afghan government is 
reaching out to the insurgents 
in hopes of ending the nearly 
nine-year war. 

Last week, President Hamid 
Karzai won endorsement 
from a national conference, 
or peace jirga, for his plan 
to offer economic and other 
incentives to the militants to 
lay down their arms, and to 
seek talks with the Taliban 
leadership. The leadership has 
so far publicly shunned the 
offer, and the U.S. is skeptical 
whether peace can succeed 
until the Taliban are weakened 
on the battlefield. 

The Taliban have branded 
Karzai a U.S. puppet and 
say there will be no talks 
while foreign troops are in 
Afghanistan. 

Karzai’s decision Sunday to 
replace two of the country’s 
top security officials fueled 
speculation about divisions 
within the Afghan leadership 
over reaching out to the 
Taliban. The government said 
the two officials were replaced 
because of an armed attack 
on the peace jirga, which 
caused no casualties among 
the delegates but proved 
embarrassing to the Karzai 
administration. 

Both officials had a long 
background of opposition 
to the Taliban.Intelligence 
chief Amrullah Saleh was a 
senior figure in the Northern 
Alliance, which helped the 
U.S. oust the Taliban regime 
in 2001. Interior Minister 


Hanif Atmar served in 
Afghanistan’s Communist- 
era intelligence agency and 
fought mujahedeen opposed 
to the Soviet occupation. 

In the wake of the shake- 
up, members of the former 
alliance, made up mostly of 
northern ethnic minorities, 
speculated that the changes 
were political and would 
weaken the security services 
at a key moment in the war. 

“I would say it’s a hasty 
and irrational decision by 
a president of Afghanistan 
who has deprived his own 
government of professional 
capacity to combat the 
insurgency,” said Abdullah 
Abdullah, a key Northern 
Alliance leader and former 
foreign minister. 

“The only party that will 
benefit is the Taliban,” 
Abdullah, who lost to Karzai 
in last year’s fraud-marred 
presidential election, told The 
Associated Press. 

Karzai’s spokesman, Waheed 
Omar, insisted the security 
lapse was the only reason for 
the resignations. 

“This could have been 
national chaos, a national 


crisis,” Omar told reporters of 
the jirga attack. “Somebody 
had to take responsibility for 
this.” 

U.S. Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates, speaking to reporters 
on his way to London, said 
the security posts were for the 
Afghans to decide. 

“I would just hope President 
Karzai will appoint in the place 
of those who have left people 
of equal caliber,” Gates said. 


U.S. officials had singled 
Saleh and Atmar by name 
as examples of competent 
leadership in a government 
riven by corruption and 
patronage. Both Saleh and 
Atmar accompanied Karzai 
on a trip to Washington last 
month to patch up strained ties 
with Obama’s administration 
— a point that reinforced 
the surprise of Sunday’s 
announcement. □ 


55 bodies recovered from 
old silver mine in Mexico 


TAXCO, Mexico (AP) —At least 55 bodies 
have been recovered from an abandoned 
silver mine that became a dumping ground for 
apparent victims of Mexico’s drug violence, 
authorities said Monday. 

The search for more victims ended over 
the weekend at the mine on the outskirts of 
Taxco, a colonial-era tourist town famous 
for its silver jewelry, said Albertico Guinto, 
attorney general for the state of Guerrero. 
Guinto said the overall toll could still rise, 
however, as forensic examiners try to 
determine whether other human remains, 
clothing and shoes found in the nearly 500- 
foot-deep () shaft correspond to victims 
already included in the tally. 

Most of the bodies have not been identified, 
but prosecutors recently said one was a 
recently kidnapped prison director. At least 
15 people have been detained in the case. 
Police discovered the mass grave in late May 
based on a tip after the arrest of an organized 
crime suspect in the nearby city of Iguala. 
Also Monday, authorities in the Caribbean 


resort of Cancun were working to identify six 
bodies found in a cave over the weekend. 
Quintana Roo state attorney general Francisco 
Alor initially said after the bodies were found 
Sunday that three had been cut open and their 
hearts removed. 

He retracted that statement Monday, saying 
autopsies showed the organs were stabbed 
multiple times and essentially destroyed, 
but were never removed. Toxicology results 
found drugs in all six victims. 

In the northern state of Durango, police 
reported the discovery of six decapitated men 
along with two heads. 

Three more victims with severed heads 
were found by police in the central state of 
Morelos. A note left at the scene threatened 
people with ties to alleged drug trafficker 
Edgar Valdez Villareal, who authorities say 
is fighting Hector Beltran Leyva for control 
of the Beltran Leyva cartel. 

Drug gang violence has claimed more than 
22,700 lives since President Felipe Calderon 
launched a crackdown on cartels shortly after 
office in late 2006.□

SHARM EL-SHEIKH, Egypt 
(AP) — An Egyptian security 
official declared the blockade 
of Gaza a failure Monday and 
said his country will keep its 
border with the Palestinian 
territory open indefinitely. 
Keeping that crossing point 
open long term would ease the 
blockade imposed by Israel 
three years ago to isolate 
and punish Gaza’s Hamas 
rulers. It also restores a link 
to the outside the world for 
some of Gaza’s 1.5 million 
Palestinians. 

Egypt opened its border with 
Gaza soon after Israel’s deadly 
raid on an international flotilla 
of activists trying to break the 
blockade a week ago. Israel 
has not publicly protested 
the Egyptian move, but 
officials declined to comment 
Monday. 

In another escalation of the 
tension off Gaza’s shores, 
Israeli naval forces shot and 
killed four men wearing wet 
suits off the coast on Monday, 
and the militant group Al-Aqsa 
Martyrs’ Brigades said they 
were members of its marine 
unit training for a mission. 
Vice President Joe Biden said 
Monday the U.S. is closely 
consulting with Egypt and 
other allies to find new ways 
to “address the humanitarian, 
economic, security, and 
political aspects of the 
situation in Gaza.” He issued 
the statement after meeting 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak in the Egyptian 
Red Sea resort of Sharm El- 
Sheikh. 

Egypt’s measures up to now 
constitute an incremental 
change rather than a radically 
different approach to the border 
closure. It appeared aimed, in 
part, at defusing some of the 
anger in the Arab and Muslim 
world over Egypt’s role in 
maintaining the blockade. 

For the time being, Egypt is 
only allowing a very restricted 


group of Gazans to leave the 
territory, including medical 
patients, students attending 
foreign universities and those 
with residency abroad. In 
keeping the passenger terminal 
in the border town of Rafah 
open continually, rather than 
sporadically as before, Egypt 
is helping reduce the backlog 
of Gazans with the required 
permits waiting to get out. 
Egypt and Israel have 
maintained the blockade 
since Hamas took control 
of Gaza in 2007, with Israel 
describing it as an essential 
measure to stop weapons from 
reaching Hamas militants, 
who have hit southern Israel 
with rockets and in past years 
killed hundreds in suicide 
bombings. 

The Egyptian security official 
said, however, that the closure 
has failed to achieve its goals, 
including the release of an 
Israeli soldier held by Hamas 
since 2006. Israeli airstrikes 
and Egyptian security efforts 
have also yet to choke off 
a bustling smuggling trade 
that uses hundreds of tunnels 
along the Gaza-Egypt border, 
though the official said Egypt 
is determined to shut them 
down. 

Under the restrictions at the 
Rafah crossing point, Egypt is 
letting in some humanitarian 
aid but will not transfer large 
cargo shipments or construction 
material because the terminal 
is designed primarily as a 
crossing for travelers, said the 
Egyptian official, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitivity of 
the issue. 

Hamas welcomed the 
Egyptian move but said it 
hoped all Gazans would soon 
be able to travel freely without 
restrictions. 

“We have said since the first 
day that the blockade on Gaza 
will end and we can see that 
on the ground right now, 
and we voice our hope that 
all other restrictions will be 


removed,” Hamas spokesman 
Fawzi Barhoum said. 

Hamas tightly controls access 
to Rafah, and only travelers 
with the proper permits can 
reach the terminal. 

For its part, Israel allows 
through only basic 
humanitarian goods, blocking 
crucial items like cement 
needed to rebuild war damage 
because it argues the material 
could be used by Hamas. The 
closure has crushed Gaza’s 
already fragile economy. 

The Egyptian official said 
Israel must work out a new 
policy to end the suffering of 
the Palestinians while keeping 
pressure on Hamas. 

Like Israel, Egypt also fears 
sharing a border with a slice of 
territory controlled by Islamic 
militants backed by regional 
rival Iran. Concerned about 
the flow of weapons, Egypt 
late last year began building 
an underground, metal barrier 
to seal the smuggling tunnels. 
“We have a constant security 
concern, because Iran has its 
aims, Hezbollah has its aims, 


Hamas has its aspirations and 
aims, and al-Qaida can very 
well be present in Sinai and 
Gaza,” the official said. 

Egypt has been harshly 
criticized in the Muslim world 
for having helped maintain the 
blockade. 

The official called it a 
“continuously embarrassing 
situation” for Egypt and 
blamed Israel for thinking the 
closure could pressure Hamas 
to release the captured soldier, 
Gilad Schalit, or to abandon 
its extremist ideology. 

In Monday’s clash, the Israeli 
military said a naval force 
spotted the Palestinians in the 
waters off Gaza and opened 
fire. It claimed the forces had 
prevented an attack on Israeli 
targets. 

Al-Aqsa Martyrs’ Brigades 
said the four killed were 
training in Gaza’s waters. The 
violent offshoot of Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas’ 
Fatah faction, made the claim 
in a text message sent to 
reporters in Gaza. 

Four bodies were retrieved 


and taken to a hospital in 
central Gaza, said Moawiya 
Hassanain, a Palestinian health 
official. The Palestinian naval 
police said two people were 
still missing. 

“The bloody escalation today 
is a desperate attempt by the 
occupation government to 
divert the world attention away 
from the massacre committed 
against the flotilla,” Hamas 
spokesman Sami Abu Zuhri 
told reporters in Gaza. 

The May 31 flotilla clash, in 
which eight Turkish men and 
one dual American-Turkish 
citizen were killed aboard one 
of the vessels seized by Israeli 
commandos, has put Israel 
under international pressure 
to lift or at least ease the 
blockade. 

Israel has sought to portray 
the nine activists killed as 
militants, saying they prepared 
for the fight before boarding 
the flotilla. The military 
Monday released the names 
of five of the activists it said 
have long-standing ties to 
terror organizations. □ 
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Indian court convicts 7 In Bhopal gas disaster

BHOPAL, India (AP) — A 
court Monday convicted seven 
former senior employees 
of Union Carbide’s Indian 
subsidiary of “death by 
negligence” for their roles in 
the 1984 leak of toxic gas that 
killed an estimated 15,000 
people in the world’s worst 
industrial disaster. 

Survivors of the Bhopal 
accident, some of whom 
gathered in this central Indian 
city chanting slogans, said the 
light sentences — two years in 
prison — are too little, too late 
given the scale of the damage. 
In India’s notoriously slow 
justice system, the appeal 
process could drag on for 
years, even decades, while 
those convicted remain free 
on bail. 

On the morning of Dec. 3, 
1984, a pesticide plant run by 
Union Carbide leaked about 
40 tons of deadly methyl 
isocyanate gas into the air 
of Bhopal, quickly killing 
about 4,000 people. Lingering 
effects of the poison raised the 
death toll to about 15,000 over 
the next few years, according 


to government estimates. 

In all, at least 500,000 people 
were affected, the Indian 
government says. More than 
25 years later, activists say 
thousands of children are 
bom with brain damage, 
missing palates and twisted 
limbs because of their parents’ 
exposure to the gas or water 
contaminated by it. 
TheUnionCarbidesubsidiary’s 
former employees, all Indian 
nationals and many in their 
70s, were sentenced to two 
years in prison and ordered to 
pay fines of 100,000 mpees 
($2,175) apiece. All were 
released on bail shortly after 
the verdict. 

The mlings appear set for 
appeals — the bail requests 
would be a first step in the 
appeal process — putting the 
case back into a notoriously 
slow and ineffective judicial 
system. India’s court system is 
badly burdened by cormption, 
incompetence and a lack of 
resources, making it easy to 
stall a case for many years. 
On Monday, even top Indian 
judicialofficialsacknowledged 
the system was in trouble. 

“It’s most unfortunate that it 


has taken that much of time 
to give the verdict,” Law 
Minister Veerappa Moily told 
reporters after the mling. “We 
need to address that.” 

Rachna Dhingra, a longtime 
activist with the Bhopal 
Group for Information and 
Action, a rights group that 
works with survivors, blasted 
Monday’s mling as “a travesty 
of justice.” 

“But this is not new or 
unexpected,” Dhingra said. 
“Every one of these men is 
free on bail and will go home 
to their families tonight. For 
survivors and families of 
victims there is nothing to 
go home to. They lost their 
families.” 

The subsidiary, Union Carbide 
India Ltd., was convicted of the 
same charge as the individuals 
and ordered to pay a fine of 
mpees 500,000 ($10,870). 

Union Carbide eventually sold 
its shares in the subsidiary 
company, which was renamed 
Eveready Industries India. 
While the judge did not explain 
his negligence mling against 
the seven, India’s Central 
Bureau of Investigation, the 
country’s top investigative

agency, has said the plant 
was not following proper 
safety procedures before the 
disaster. 

On Monday, Union Carbide in 
a statement on its website said 
the company and its officials 
were not subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Indian court 
since they did not have any 
involvement in the operation 
of the plant, which was 
owned and operated by UCIL. 
Union Carbide was bought by 


UN leader tasked with Guatemala crime woes resigns

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — The chief of a U.N. commission 
responsible for battling cormption and crime in Guatemala 
resigned Monday, accusing the country of failing to keep up its 
end of the deal and its new attorney general of cormption. 
Spaniard Carlos Castresana, a judge by training, said Guatemala 
did not help the commission with its investigations. 

“Nothing that was promised is being done,” he told reporters, 
without offering any specifics. “On a personal level, I feel I 
cannot do anything more for Guatemala.” 

Castresana said one reason for the resignation was the 
appointment of Conrado Reyes as Guatemala’s attorney general, 
accusing him of having a history of ties to organized crime. 
Castresana called the nomination the result of a pact among 
lawyers for criminals who traffic in dmgs and illegally adopted 
children, and he urged President Alvaro Colom to replace Reyes. 
“He is not the person that Guatemala deserves.” 

Reyes held a news conference later Monday to deny Castresana’s 
allegations. 

“I do not have, nor have I ever had, ties to the people and 
organizations he claims,” Reyes said. “He had plenty of time 
(during the attorney general nominating process) to present 
evidence.” 

Castresana also cited what he called a smear campaign against 
him following the capture of ex-president Alfonso Portillo on 
U.S. money-laundering charges in January. 

“Marketing professionals” have been spreading mmors about 
his private life and trying to discredit the commission’s work, 
Castresana said. 

Last week a local radio program alleged Castresana was

romantically involved with a staffer. Castresana did not directly 
address that Monday, but denied any “improper conduct.” 
Nearly 2,000 police have been fired and 130 top government 
officials and others sent to jail since the United Naitons created 
the International Commission Against Impunity in Guatemala 
in 2007. 

Castresana said last month that it would take about 10 years 
to dismantle illegal groups that arose after Guatemala’s 1960- 
1996 civil war. The commission’s mandate expires in September 
2011, and Castresana had asked that it be broadened. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon accepted Castresana’s 
resignation and a replacement will be chosen soon, spokesman 
Rene Mauricio Valdez said. 


Dow Chemical Co. in 2001. 
Dow says the legal case was 
resolved in 1989 when Union 
Carbide settled with the Indian 
government for $470 million, 
and that all responsibility for 
the factory now rests with the 
government of the state of 
Madhya Pradesh, which now 
owns the site. 

The Central Bureau of 
Investigation had originally 
accused 12 defendants: 
eight senior Indian company 
officials; Warren Anderson, 
the head of Union Carbide 
Corp. at the time of the gas 
leak; the company itself and 
two subsidiary companies. 

The 12 had initially been 
charged with culpable 
homicide, but in 1996 India’s 
Supreme Court reduced the 
charges to death by negligence, 
which carries a sentence of 
two years in prison. 

Seven of the eight Indian 
company officials were 
convicted Monday. The 
other one has since died. 
Anderson and Union Carbide 
did not appear in the court 
proceedings. 

Anderson was briefly detained 
immediately after the disaster, 
but he quickly left the country 
and now lives in New York. 
Last July, the same court in 
Bhopal had issued a warrant 
for Anderson’s arrest and also 
ordered the Indian government 
to press Washington for the 
American’s extradition. It was 
not immediately clear if the 
Indian government had begun 
to process the Bhopal court’s

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U.S. says Yemini authorities hold 12 Americans

WASHINGTON (AP) — Yemen authorities 
have 12 Americans in custody, and the arrests 
may be linked to a joint U.S.-Yemeni anti-terror 
campaign, a State Department spokesman said 
Monday. 

The spokesman, P.J. Crowley, would provide 
no details about the case except to say the 
State Department is aware of the arrests and is 
seeking more information about the individuals 
being held. 

The revelations come as the U.S. government 
continued to encourage Yemen to move against 
al-Qaida-linked militants in the country who 
officials fear may be involved in plots to attack 
the United States or other Western interests. 
U.S. officials worry that Yemen is becoming 
the next significant terror staging ground and 
say insurgents, including some individuals 
from the United States, are training in camps in 
Yemen’s vast undergoverned spaces. 

Last Wednesday, Yemeni security officials said 
authorities had detained several foreigners, 
including Americans, Britons and an Australian 
woman, in connection with an investigation into 
al-Qaida’s increased activity in the country. 
The arrests reported last week were made 
after foreign intelligence agencies provided 
lists of names of people they wanted to have 
detained or put under surveillance, according 
to two Yemeni security officials, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because they are not 
permitted to brief journalists. 

It was not immediately clear whether the 12 
Americans cited by Crowley were among those 
reported to have been rounded up last week, 
but Crowley suggested there may have been an 
anti-terror connection. 

Asked whether he could confirm a report that 


the Americans had been picked up in Yemen at 
the request of the U.S. government, Crowley 
replied, “We have great cooperation with the 
government of Yemen. Together, we are doing 
our best to help Yemen reduce the threat posed 
by al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula. That’s 
a threat to Yemen. It’s a threat to the United 
States. But beyond that, I’m not going to talk 
about specifics.” 

Al-Qaida’s offshoot in Yemen has steadily 
increased in strength since key leaders escaped 
from a Yemeni jail in 2006. In January 2009 
it got another boost by merging with Saudi al- 
Qaida militants to form al-Qaida in the Arabian 
Peninsula. 

The two Yemeni security officials who said 
last week that authorities had detained several 
foreigners on suspicion of connections to al- 
Qaida said some of them are believed to have 
been linked to the Nigerian man suspected of 
attempting to blow up a U.S.-bound airliner last 
December. U.S. investigators say the Nigerian, 
Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab, has told them 
he was trained and instructed in the plot by al- 
Qaida in Yemen. 

Some of the detainees also are thought to be 
connected to radical American-Yemeni cleric 
Anwar al-Awlaki, who is believed to have 
inspired attacks on the United States and is 
hiding in Yemen, the Yemeni security officials 
said. 

The Defense Department in recent months 
approved spending $155 million to help Yemen 
in its fight, including the purchase of four 
helicopters to support counterterror operations 
there. The money also includes $34.5 million 
to train and equip the Yemeni special forces 
and another $38 million for aircraft to allow 
those forces quicker access to hotspots in the 
country. □

late slide: Stocks fall in last hour, Dow down 115

NEW YORK - Traders gave 
in to another case of last-hour 
anxiety Monday and drove 
stocks to their lowest level in 
seven months. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average, down just 42 points at 
3:15 p.m., closed down 115, or 
1.2 percent. That extended the 
Dow’s sharp drop from Friday, 
when it lost 323 in response 
to a disappointing May jobs 
report. Broader indexes had 
steeper percentage drops 
than the Dow on Monday. 
The technology-focused 
Nasdaq composite index fell 
2 percent. Treasury prices 
rose as investors again went in 
search of safe investments. 
There was no obvious catalyst 
for Monday’s late slide, 
although traders were again 
preoccupied with Europe’s 
economic problems. Traders 
know that Europe’s business 
day begins before trading 
opens in the U.S., and they’d 
rather sell then wake up to an 
unpleasant surprise. The last- 
hour selling, which followed 
a similar move Friday, also 
recalled the 2008 financial 
crisis, when traders decided 
the best strategy was to dump 
stocks just before the close. 
Monday’s trading also 
showed how the market’s 
own dynamics can trigger late 
selling. Shortly after 3 p.m., 
the Standard & Poor’s 500 
index fell below 1,056.74, 
what had been its low close for 
the year that it reached Feb. 
8. That psychological blow 
encouraged many traders to 
sell, and as prices came down, 
computer “sell” programs 
kicked in, leading to more 
selling. 

Tech stocks, seen as some of 
the most vulnerable when the 
economy and the market are 
troubled, suffered some of the 
biggest losses. That explains 
the drop in the Nasdaq index. 
But some stocks fell on their 


own bad news. 

Google Inc. was one of the big 
tech losers, falling 2.7 percent 
after Connecticut Attorney 
General Richard Blumenthal 
called on the company to 
“come clean” on its collection 
of personal and business data 
in the state for its mapping 
service. 

Financial stocks fell after 
a commission examining 
the financial crisis issued a 
subpoena to Goldman Sachs 
Group Inc. Goldman fell 2.5 
percent. And Bank of America 
Corp. lost 3.4 percent after 
news came out that the bank 
would pay $108 million to 
settle federal charges that its 
Countrywide Financial Corp. 
division had collected onerous 
fees from homeowners nearing 
foreclosure. 

Utility and gold stocks were 
among the few gainers, a sign 
that traders want investments 
considered safe in weak 
economies. Utility company 
FirstEnergy Corp. rose 2.7 
percent, while Barrick Gold 
Corp. climbed 4.1 percent. 
“The market is playing 
defense and waiting for some 
resolution,” said Mike Shea, 
managing partner at Direct 
Access Partners EEC in New 
York, pointing to the rise in 
gold stocks. 

Some traders say the market 
isn’t likely to stabilize until 
there is a better sense about 
how European countries will 
hold up under heavy cost¬ 
cutting that could hamper their 
economic growth. Traders 
again looked to the euro for 
guidance. The 16-nation 
currency hit another four-year 
low. It fell as low as $1.1878 
before rising to $1.1915. A 
drop in the currency is seen as 
a sign of flagging confidence 
in Europe’s ability to contain 
its debt without falling back 
into recession. 

The Dow fell 115.48, or 1.2 
percent, to 9,816.49, while the 
S&P 500 index fell 14.41, or 


1.4 percent, to 1,050.47. 

It was the lowest close for 
the Dow and the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index since Nov. 
4. 

The Nasdaq composite index 
fell 45.27, or 2 percent, to 
2,173.90. The Nasdaq stands 
at its lowest level since Feb. 
10 . 

Traders’ worries, mostly 
about Europe, have pounded 
stocks since major indexes hit 
2010 highs in late April. The 
Dow is down 12.4 percent 
since reaching 11,205 on 
April 26. The drop of more 
than 10 percent from the peak 
indicates a “correction.” It’s 
the first major drop since 
indexes bounced off 12-year 
lows in March last year. 
Treasury prices extended their 
gains after surging Friday on 
concern about the employment 
numbers. 

The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, fell 
to 3.14 percent from 3.21 
percent late Friday.Q 


Consumer borrowing up slightly in April

WASHINGTON - Consumer borrowing 
increased slightly in April, a sign that 
Americans may have more faith in the 
economic recovery. 

Borrowing rose by $954.8 million in April, 
the Federal Reserve said Monday. But 
the government revised away a gain it had 
originally reported for March. Instead, it 
reported that credit fell a sharp $5.44 billion 
during that month. 

The April increase, if it stands, would be 
only the second gain in the past 15 months. 
Economists are hoping that households will 
soon feel confident enough to borrow more 
and help sustain the recovery. 

Consumer credit also rose in January. Beyond 
the January and April gains, consumer credit 
has posted a string of declines that started 
in February 2009. Households have cut back 
on their spending to repair their battered 
balance sheets. 

The April gain represented a 0.5 percent 


increase. 

The strength in April reflected a 7.1 percent 
rise in nonrevolving credit, the category 
that includes auto loans. Auto spending has 
been boosted in recent months by incentives 
offered by automakers. 

Revolving debt, which includes credit card 
borrowing, plunged 12 percent. 

That was the 19th consecutive decline in 
this category. 

Tighter credit conditions imposed by many 
banks could constrain the rebound. 

For years, economists worried about the low 
personal savings rate among Americans. But 
now they fear less borrowing could hamper 
overall growth. 

Consumer spending accounts for 70 percent 
of total economic activity. 

The 0.5 percent rise in credit in April lifted 
total borrowing to $2.44 trillion, still down 
4.8 percent from a year ago. 

The Fed’s credit card report covers credit 
card debt, auto loans and other debt not 
secured by real estate.Q

NBA finals are Bosten-beund tied at a game apiece

BOSTON (AP) — Kevin 
Garnett said he was looking 
forward to returning to Boston 
as his team bids to claim a trio 
of home wins over the Los 
Angeles Lakers to lock up an 
18th NBA title. 

The best-of-seven series is 
tied at 1-1 ahead of Game 3, 
which is played on Tuesday 
night. Two further games take 
place in Boston, on Thursday 
and Sunday, meaning the title 
could be wrapped up before 
the series goes back west. 
Garnett said Sunday he was 
feeling good “going back to 
the jungle,” the site of perhaps 
the most miserable moment of 
Kobe Bryant’s career the last 
time he and the Lakers were 
here for the finals. 

The finals are deadlocked 
after two games for the first

time since 2004. 

The Celtics evened the series with their 103-94 victory in 
Game 2, with guards Raj on Rondo and Ray Allen taking turns 
punishing the Lakers, and Bryant often powerless to stop them 
because of foul trouble. 

A fuming Bryant had little to say afterward, offering terse 
responses as he looked back on that game and ahead to the next 
one. 

“It’s the most important game. Game 1 was the most important, 
Game 2 was the most important, now it’s Game 3,” Bryant said. 
“It’s just the next game, simple as that.” 

The Detroit Pistons split a pair of matches in Los Angeles in 
2004 before coming home and winning three straight to take the 
series. That was Bryant’s first loss in the championship round. 
His other one came two years ago, on a night the Lakers will 
never forget. 

The Celtics pummeled them 131-92 in a Game 6 rout that was 
decided after mere minutes. While Garnett, Allen and Pierce 
celebrated their long-awaited first NBA title, the humiliated 
Lakers sat trapped in their team bus as Boston fans taunted them 
from the street. 

“Obviously there’s feelings involved and there’s memories 
that are in there, which should help us, should help us to push 
through and to battle even harder,” Lakers forward Pau Gasol 
said of that night.

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Nadal replaces Federer at No. 1 in ATP rankings

PARIS (AP) — French Open 
champion Rafael Nadal 
returned to No. 1 in the ATP 
rankings Monday, reclaiming 
the top spot from Roger 
Federer 11 months after 
relinquishing it. 

Nadal’s fifth title at Roland 
Garros — a year after he 
was upset in the fourth round 
— gave him enough rankings 
points to move up from No. 
2. He was ranked No. 1 for 
46 weeks previously, but was 
overtaken by Federer in July 
2009. 

“Believe me, I am very happy” 


about getting back to the 
top, Nadal said after beating 
Robin Soderling 6-4, 6-2, 6- 
4 in Sunday’s French Open 
final. But the 24-year-old 
Spaniard also made perfectly 
clear that he was more excited 
about winning his seventh 
Grand Slam title than his new 
ranking. 

“When I was crying after the 
match,” he said, “the last thing 
I was thinking (about was) 
No. 1.” 

Toni Nadal, Rafael’s uncle and 
coach, agreed. 

“Being No. 1 is nice after 
the tournament,” Toni Nadal 
said Sunday, “but the most 


important thing is the trophy.” 
By getting bumped down 
to No. 2, Federer was left 
one week short of tying Pete 
Sampras’ career record of 286 
total weeks at No. 1. 

Federer won last year’s French 
Open, but he lost to Soderling 
in the quarterfinals last week. 
Soderling’s second 

consecutive runner-up finish 
at Roland Garros — he also 
was the player who stunned 
Nadal in 2009 — allowed him 
to rise one place to a career- 
high No. 6.

Armstrong third; Carrara 
wins Tour of Luxembourg

LUXEMBOURG (AP) — 
Italian Matteo Carrara won 
the Tour of Luxembourg with 
Lance Armstrong ending third 
in the overall standings on 
Sunday. 

The fourth and last stage, 
which was shortened becasue 
of torrential rain, was won by 
Spaniard Gorka Izaguirre in a 
sprint. 

Carrara claimed his first 
major win ahead of 2009 
winner Frank Schleck of 
Luxembourg. 

“I’m so happy, it’s a beautiful 
victory, my best victory,” the 
31-year-old Carrara said. 
Armstrong, who had a verbal 
altercation with a spectator 
after the race, was competing 
as part of his preparations for 
the Tour de France. 

The race was neutralized in 
the last of the local loops 
in Luxembourg, about 10 
kilometers from the finish, 
allowing riders who were not 
aiming for the stage victory to 
join the back of the peloton. 
Seven-time Tour de France 
champion Armstrong didn’t 
take any risk. 

“I just wanted to avoid issues, 
or problems, or crashes, or 
accident,” Armstrong said. “I 
think we have to make a good 
progression from here, to 
Switzerland and the Tour.” 
Armstrong was loudly cheered 
by local fans after the race but 
he got involved in an exchange 
with one man who called him 


a “liar” and a “cheat”. 

The American, who has had to 
put up with doping allegations 
for much of his career despite 
never having failed a test and 
always denied taking banned 
substances, jumped on the 
barrier separating his bus from 
the fans. 

“Why don’t you come and 
tell this to my face,” said 
Armstrong. The man did not 
respond, and moved away 
shortly afterwards. 

Armstrong, who won the 
race in 1998 when he came 
back from cancer, had started 
the Luxembourg event 
with a solid performance 
in Wednesday’s prologue 
before losing ground in the 
second stage when Carrara 


Associated Press 
and defending champion 
Frank Schleck attacked in the 
last climb. Schleck finished 
second overall, one second 
behind Carrara. 

“Any time you can win a 
race, or be on the podium 
during your preparations, it’s 
important,” Armstrong said. “I 
wouldn’t have thought I would 
ride so strong this week. It’s 
been a good four days. I felt 
strong.” 

His manager at team 
Radio Shack Johan Bruyneel 
said competing in Luxembourg 
will have been very helpful. 

“I think it was a very good 
choice to race here because 
the average level was very 
good,” Bruyneel said.Q

Melzer jumped 11 spots to a 
career-high 16th, while the 
biggest move by anyone in the 
top 100 was made by Robby 
Ginepri, who climbed from 
98th to 70th by reaching the 
fourth round in Paris. 

In the WTA rankings, sisters 


Serena and Venus Williams 
remain at Nos. 1 and 2 in 
singles — part of a top five 
that is unchanged — and 
they now are tied for No. 1 
in doubles after pairing to 
win the French Open for their 
fourth consecutive Grand 
Slam doubles title. 

French Open champion 
Francesca Schiavone went up 
11 spots to a career-high No. 6 
in singles. She turns 30 on June 
23, and is the oldest woman 
to make her debut in the top 
10 since 30-year-old Nathalie 
Tauziat did it in 1998. 
Schiavone became Italy’s first 
female Grand Slam champion 
by beating Australia’s 
Samantha Stosur 6-4, 7-6 (2) 
Saturday. It was the first major 
final for both, and Stosur kept 
her No. 7 ranking.

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SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — U.S. authorities 
have seized 3,269 pounds 
of cocaine from a rusty 
Panama-flagged fishing boat 
and arrested five Honduran 
crew members, officials 
announced Monday. 

The Drug Enforcement 
Administration said a Coast 
Guard unit seized the fishing 
boat, the “Two Brothers,” 
some 34 miles northwest 
of the capital of the Dutch 
Caribbean island of Aruba. 
They towed the boat to 
Puerto Rico’s capital, San 
Juan. 

In the U.S. territory, agents 
wearing DEA jackets 
unloaded 66 bales of cocaine 
from the 87-foot fishing boat 
and guarded it on the pier. 
Authorities said the cocaine 
has an estimated value of 
$46 million. 

The drugs were concealed 
inside a ballast water tank, 
Coast Guard spokesman 
Ricardo Castrodad said. 

The five crew members will 
face a raft of drug smuggling 
charges. The suspects were 
delivered to Puerto Rico by 
agents from the Caribbean 
Corridor Strike Force, which 
investigates the trafficking 
of South American drugs. 
While most of the drugs 
reaching the United States 
cross the southwest border 
with Mexico, an estimated 
30 percent come through 
the Caribbean. The drugs 
are often spirited ashore 
along Puerto Rico’s 300- 
mile coastline in boats from 
neighboring islands.Q

In Parke Nacional Arikok 


Bat population recovers, but caves will 
remain closed to promote regeneration 



ORANJESTAD— 
Management of the Aruba 
national park, Parke 
Nacional Arikok will 
continue monitoring the 
bat population in the park, 
after investigation indicate 
the population is slowing 
coming back. The park 
closed down two caves in an 
effort to save the endangered 
bats some time ago. 
According to a spokesperson 
for the park, the number of 
bats in the various colonies 
had diminished drastically, 
particularly during the 
installation of the wind 
turbines in Vader Piet. In 
fact, there was a time in that 
period that some colonies 
disappeared completely. 

The caves are the Huliba 
Cave, its neighboring Tunnel 
of Love and the second 
chamber of the Quadirikiri 
Cave. 

These caves were always 
very popular among locals 
and visitors, who would visit 
these large crevices in the 
limestone plateau located in 
the north eastern part of the 
island. The caves are being 
considered to be placed in the 
list of UNESCO’s protected 
natural wonders, and always 
attracted visitors for their 
natural beauty, historical 
contexts and also as the 
homes of Aruba’s bats. 
However, park rangers 
who have been observing 
the colonies for some time 
already, noticed a dramatic 


drop in number of bats in the 
different groups, and more 
seriously, some colonies 
completely vanished once the 
work to install wind turbines 
located right outside the 
park premises at the eastern 
part were taking place. The 
decline in population started 
a few years ago, and experts 
were brought to Aruba to 
study whether the turbine 
project could be detrimental 
for the bats. The initial study 
showed a flight pattern of the 
animals that could conflict 
with the turbines. But the 
study was not conclusive. 
Scientists however 

suggested the shutdown of 
some key caves to promote 
the regeneration of the bat 
colonies, as these are crucial 
for the eco system in the park. 
Bats are co-responsible to 
pollinate the cacti, which in 
turn are necessary to support 
the animal population in the 
park, in particular. 

Park rangers noticed the 
drilling process that preceded 
the set up of the turbines 
also affected the mammals. 
The hard lime stone had to 


be crushed and had a ripple 
effect on to the entire corridor. 
Yet, once the prep work 
was concluded the animals 
returned and even showed 
signs of regeneration. The 
investigation on the stability 
of some of the colonies is 
still ongoing and therefore 
it was decided to keep the 
caves closed for human 
access. Quadirikiri, one 
of the most visited caves, 
consists of three chambers 
and the intention now is to 
open the second chamber for 
human access, leaving the 
last one in accessible so that 
the bats can be undisturbed. 
Huliba Cave has been closed 
for some time; also because it 
can be dangerous for visitors 
who are not familiar with it 
tunnels, while the Tunnel of 
Love is home to a species 
of endangered bats and 
therefore will remain closed 
for an indefinite period. 

Park management is still 
considering whether this 
cave should be opened in 
the future or not, and this 
will depend on whether it is 
possible to instate guides to 


ensure safety of visitors. 

The Fontein Cave was 
never closed to the public 
and will remain open. Like 


Quadirikiri, the Fontein 
Cave is of special historic 
value, due to the prehistoric 
drawings.Q

his seemingly simplistic 
answer could not mask the 
profound potential held 
within his words. 

“It is what it is. And 
sometimes it is what it isn’t. 
But we are who we are 
right now and that’s what 
matters.” 

“It is what it is.” We cannot 
argue with the existing three 
dimensional facts. This has 
become a common saying in 
the US. As goofy as it sounds 
at face value, the power of 
this simple phrase over the 
mind is tremendous.

“Sometimes it is what it 
isn’t.” The reality that we 
make up in our mind is 
often vastly different than 
the three dimensional facts. 
Our emotions and hormones 
are constantly manipulating 
our thoughts, forcing them 
into places that hold no 
similarity whatsoever to 
three dimensional facts. 


We must remain vigilant in 
our own minds, constantly 
stopping our thoughts from 
wandering too far from three 
dimensional facts. Some of 
us are better than others 
at this. Many of us make 
things up in our minds just 
for the excitement, because 
the three dimensional facts 
are too monotonous to face 
without a little distraction, 
even if it’s ‘only’ in our 
mind. 

“We are who we are right 
now...” Again we find that 
stating the obvious can 
illuminate profound insight. 
We are NOT who we were 
years ago, last month, or 
even yesterday. We are who 
we are right now. Given the 
exact same situation, the 
way we act, think and feel 
in this moment is different 
than a few hours ago. 
Whether the change is slight 
or dramatic, we become a 
different person in every 
moment.

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Why you should take the time 
to master a single skill

New Delhi - For most of us 
who never became concert 
pianists or even made it 
to mediocre, what was the 
point of learning to play the 
piano as a child? The boring 
scales, the silly little tunes, 
the hours of practice until we 
finally learned a song anyone 
recognized? 

The simple answer is “not 
much.” But the more profound 
truth is that we were learning 
a metaskill. 

Metaskills are skills needed 


Haley Barbour: Oil? What OilP 
Press Should Stop Scaring Tourists

The biggest problem facing Mississippi in the 
wake of a 

massive oil spill in the Gulf isn’t tarred beaches 
or ecological waste, the state’s governor Haley 
Barbour said on Sunday. It’s the national 
press corps, which, he asserted, is inflating 
the disaster’s current impact and, as a result, 
decimating the state’s tourism industry. 

In an appearance on 

Fox News Sunday, the Mississippi Republican 
veered as close as any elected politician could 
to insisting that the biggest oil spill in the 
history of this country had been overblown — 
at least when it comes to his state. 

“The truth is,” he said, “we have had virtually 
no oil. If you were on the 
Mississippi Gulf coast anytime in the last 48 
days you didn’t see any oil at all. We have 
had a few tar balls but we have had tar balls 
every year, as a natural product of the Gulf of 
Mexico. 250,000 to 750,000 barrels of oil seep 
into the Gulf of Mexico through the floor every 
year. So, tar balls are no big deal. In fact, I read 
that Pensacola or the Florida beaches when 
they have tar balls yesterday didn’t even close. 
They just sent people out to pick them up and 
throw them in the bag.” 

“The biggest negative impact for us has been 
the news coverage,” Barbour added. “There 
has been no distinction between 
Grand Isle and Venice and all the places in 
Louisiana that we feel so terrible for that have 
had oil washing up on them. But to the average 
viewer [of] this show thinks that the whole 
coast from Florida to Texas is ankle-deep in oil. 
And of course, it’s very, very bad for our tourist 
season. That is the real economic damage. 
Our first closure of fisheries in Mississippi 
waters came just earlier this week after about 
45 days. So it may be hard for the viewer to 
understand, but the worst thing for us has been 
how our tourist season has been hurt by the 
misperception of what is going on down here. 


The Mississippi gulf coast is beautiful. As I tell 
people, the coast is clear. Come on down!” 
Barbour has been one of the most defiant 
skeptics about the impact of the crisis in the 
Gulf, comparing the spill, early on, to the sheen 
commonly found around ski boats. Perhaps it’s 
because Mississippi, so far, has yet to feel the 
spill’s direct affects. The first signs of oil on 
the state’s shores came four days ago. Barbour, 
meanwhile, said that there have been only two 
cases of oil washing up on shore. 

And yet, his lack of caution or concern is 
notable. On Sunday, Barbour joined a growing 
chorus of Republican lawmakers to criticize 
the president for putting a moratorium on 
deepwater drilling in the Gulf. An investigation 
as to what went wrong with the BP well may 
not be completed. But the likelihood of another 
accident was statistically small, he stressed. 
And by the time the six-month suspension of 
drilling had ended, companies will have gone 
looking for oil off of different coastlines. 
“They’ll be in West Africa, Indonesia, in China, 
and drilling oil wells elsewhere in the world,” 
said Barbour. “And the loss of production that 
we’re going to suffer will make us even more 
dependent on the Middle East, on Venezuela, 
on people that aren’t our friends, let me tell you 
one other little thing environmentalists ought to 
think about. The ten worst oil spills in American 
history, seven of them were from ships.” As 
for the job that the administration was doing 
in handling the spill, Barbour insisted that he 
wanted to remain above the partisan fray. After, 
all, he added (with a wink and a nod) what kind 
of politician would he be to get in the way of 
another’s self-destruction? 

“The American people are making up their 
minds pretty clearly about what they think 
of the administration’s performance in this 
disaster,” said Barbour. “And I’ll let it stand at 
that. You know, Napoleon said never interfere 
with the enemy while he’s in the process of 
destroying himself.’Q 


to learn how to learn. They 
are higher-order skills - like 
critical thinking, the ability 
to organize information, the 
strategy of building on what 
was previously learned, and 
the belief that repeated practice 
can make perfect, or at least 
result in some improvement. 
The principle is that in the 
process of learning how to do 
one thing really well, we learn 
how to learn. 

So through Yo-Yo Ma’s 
mastery of the cello, Picasso’s 
immersion in art, andEinstein’s 
deep study of physics, they 
each learned how to learn. And 
while the subject can become 
an all-consuming passion, it 
can also form a smaller part of 
our lives. 

The subject or topic is almost 
unimportant - only it’s easier 
and more enjoyable if we 
choose something we are 
interested in: basketball, 
Jane Austen’s novels, the 
gastrointestinal tract - the list 
is endless. Going very deep 
into one subject, learning and 
understanding it over a course 
of several years, acts as a point 
of reference that is useful when 
we learn other subjects. 

The Eastern cultures have 
realized the value of this idea 
for a long time. 

The daily meditation and the 
repetition of a mantra are all 
ways to train the mind, to 
calm it into a state of long¬ 
term focus and readiness. The 
old Hindu “guru-shishya” 
(teacher-student) relationship 
stretched over many years 
and meant the student literally 
lived with the teacher in order 
to learn, or rather absorb, his 
particular expertise. 

German philosopher Eugen 
Herrigel saw the learning of any 
technical skill as a way to train 
the mind. In his classic book 
“Zen in the Art of Archery,” 
he says, “Childlikeness has 
to be restored with long years 
of training in the art of self- 
forgetfulness” such that the 
archer and the target became 
one. In his book, “Awaken the 
Giant Within,” motivational 
guru Anthony Robbins writes, 
“Most people have no idea 
of the giant capacity we can 
immediately command when 


we focus all of our resources 
on mastering a single area of 
our lives.” 

Even Howard Gardner, 
renowned author of the theory 
of multiple intelligences, 
values the attainment of a 
single expertise. He calls 
it a “disciplined mind” and 
explains four steps to achieve 
one: 1) identify an important 
topic or concept; 2) study 
it deeply over a significant 
period of time, using various 
examples and modes of 
analysis; 3) approach the 
subject in a variety of ways 
and from various perspectives; 
4) and give performances and 
presentations to show true and 
deep understanding. 

What is the value of this 
metaskill today? 

In our present world of high 
speed, instant response, 
and multimedia, words like 
discipline are little used, and 
spending 10 years to master 
one skill sounds quaint. And 
besides, it takes time away 
from myriad other options we 
now have at our fingertips. 
Does learning how to do 
one thing really well have 
any economic or personal 
significance anymore? 

David Perkins, Harvard 
educationalist and author of 
the popular article “Educating 
for the Unknown,” stresses 
that, since we don’t know 
what skills tomorrow will 
require from our children, our 
schools must strive to impart 
real understanding and the 
ability to apply knowledge to 
new situations. 

Perhaps the deep learning of a 
single subject can provide that 
required general reference 
point to handle different and 
new situations, not to mention 
the patience and fortitude to 
try, try again. 

In the business world, the 
analogous idea may be the 
vertical business model, which 
goes deep into one industry 
and follows the product 
from beginning to end. The 
consulting firm McKinsey & 
Co. encourages its consultants 
to build a “spike,” or perhaps 
it should be called a trough: a 
deep knowledge of a specific 
industry or practice^

Venezuela publica normas 
para plataforma cambiaria 


CARACAS (Reuters) - Venezuela publico el 
lunes las reglas que regiran un nuevo mercado 
cambiario mediante el canje de bonos, con el 
que busca controlar un tercer tipo de cambio 
oficial atado a los precios de los titulos de 
deuda de la nacion petrolera. 

La publicacion de la normativa en la Gaceta 
Oficial es el paso previo al lanzamiento de la 
plataforma E-bond, con la que el Banco Central 
de Venezuela (BCV) creara una banda de 
precios para la cotizacion del dolar alternativo y 
reactivara el mercado que ha estado paralizado 
por mas de dos semanas. 

“El Instituto determinara una banda de 
precios conforme a la metodologia que estime 
conveniente”, dijo la Gaceta. El presidente 
venezolano, Hugo Chavez, ordeno intervenir a 
mediados del mes pasado el mercado alternativo 
de cambio, donde el dolar se habia disparado a 
maximos historicos. 

Chavez acuso a las corredoras y casas de 
cambio de especulacion financiera y lavado de 
narcodolares para desestabilizar a su gobierno 
socialista. 


El mercado alternativo de cambios, crucial para 
mantener el ritmo de importaciones en un pais 
que compra en el exterior mas del 70 por ciento 
de sus productos, ha estado paralizado desde el 
18 de mayo y ha desatado un mercado negro 
donde las cotizaciones son discrecionales por 
no tener referencias. 

No esta claro cuando comenzara a operar 
el nuevo mecanismo, que se llama Sistema 
de Transacciones con Titulos en Moneda 
Extranjera (SITME). 

Pero la Gaceta Oficial dijo que solo seran 
autorizados a operar los bancos, entidades 
de ahorro y prestamo y casas de cambio. Las 
sociedades de corretaje y casas de bolsa estan 
excluidas. 

El Gobierno esta lanzando este mecanismo 
luego de que el “dolar paralelo” llego en mayo 
a un maximo de 8,2 bolivares, muy por encima 
de las tasas oficiales de 2,6 y 4,3 bolivares que 
existen actualmente. 

Venezuela aplica un ferreo control de cambio 
desde el 2003 y devaluo el bolivar a principios 
de este ano. □
